The President says that It Is 
necessary In the Interest of the main¬ 
tenance of the Monroe Doctrine, as well 
as of the peace of the countries, that 
the United States should see that the 
Southern republics pay their debts to 
foreigners.

Th« danger from ice gorges in the 
Kentucky river has been lessened, the 
booms receiving and holding a large 
quantity of logs. Unless another tide 
follows the outgoing one, mill men be¬ 
lieve that the worst is over. Tt Is es¬ 
timated that 400,060 logs are massed 
behind the gorge near Irvine. The Gov¬ 
ernment lock at Ford has been dam¬ 
aged. 

Dispatches to Paris newspapers from 
correspondents sent to meet the steam¬ 
er carrying Gen. Stoessel and other 
survivors of Port Arthur give detailed 
statements of discord among the Rus¬ 
sian army and navy officers. The cor¬ 
respondents predict “grave scenes’* be¬ 
fore the Russian court-martial. 

The Houo^ Committee on Agriculture 
will recommend a bill to prohibit the 
dissemination of Insect pests. The bill 
was suggested by the plan proposed 
by a Texas man to a New York finan¬ 
cial house for the booming of the cotton 
market by scattering the boll weevil 
throughout the South.

After Lon? Illness At Ills 
Home In Crawfords- 
villc. 


THE SON OF A GOVERNOR. 


SAW SERVICE IN THE MEXICAN 
AND CIVIL WARS. 


FAMED IN VARIOUS FIELDS, 


Bishop Henry Moeller, of the Roman 
Catholic Church, was Invested with the 
arch (episcopal dignity at Cincinnati 
yesterday. Cardinal Gibbons preached 
the sermon. The new archbishop is 
n native of Cincinnati, and was for 
ten years coadjutor of that arch-dlo- 
cese. 


A contest board from the Fiscal 
Court of Jefferson county decided yes¬ 
terday. Judge James P. Gregory dis¬ 
senting. that the local option election 
In Crescent Hill, whereby the saloon 
men were defeated, was Invalid. An 
appeal has been taken. 


The Kansas Oil Producers' Asso¬ 
ciation sent a telegram to the President 
protesting against the renewal of priv¬ 
ileges in the Osage reservation to the 
Standard OH Company, and invoking 
the aid of the Government in the battle 
fwith the octopus. 

The negro, James Piereall. was con¬ 
victed at Lexington of criminal assault 
and the penalty fixed at death. The 
confession made by Piersall In the 
Louisville Jail was admitted as evi¬ 
dence. The Jury was out about twenty 
minutes. 

The Kansas Legislature has passed 
the bill providing for a State oil re¬ 
finery. It only requires the signature 
of the Governor, which, it is expected, 
will be appended at onoe. An appro¬ 
priation of $410,000 is made for the pur¬ 
pose. 

The Emperor of Russia is still de¬ 
liberating over the Land Congress 
Scheme, and powerful influences are at 
work against It. The Liberals .are 
growing skeptical as to the benevolent 
Intentions of the Imperial Government. 

John Maynard Harlan was nominated 
unanimously by the Republican con¬ 
vention in Chicago yesterday for Mayor 
of that olty. Mr. Harlan Is a eon of 
Justice Harlan, of the Supreme Court, 
gnd was bom at Frankfort In 1864. 


Crawfordsville, Ind., Feb. 15.—Sur¬ 
rounded by his family. Gen. Lew Wal¬ 
lace, Author of “Ben Hur,** one time 
Minister to Turkey, and veteran of the 
•Mexican and Civil wars, died at his 
home Jn this city to-night, aged seven¬ 
ty-eight years. 

The health of Gen. Wallace had been 
waning for several years, and for 
months. deapKe the efforts of the family 
, to keep the public in Ignorance of his 
true condition, it had been generally 
known that his vigorous constitution 
could not much longer withstand the 
ravages of a wasting disease. 

For more than a year he had been 
unable -to properly assimilate food, and 
this, together with his extreme age, 
made more difficult his fight against 
death. At no time had he ever con¬ 
fessed his belief that the end was near, 
and his rugged constitution and re¬ 
markable Vitality have been responsi¬ 
ble for prolonging his life several 
months.

The Deathbed Scene. 


The death bed scene was one of calm¬ 
ness. Beside his physician only his 
wife, his son. Henry Wallace, of In¬ 
dianapolis. and Mrs. Wallace were 
present. Two grandchildren, although 
In the house, were not admitted to the 
room. 

When told by his physician that he 
was dying. Gen. Wallace was perfectly 
calm and his last words were expres 
slons of cheer to his grief-stricken fam¬ 
ily. Bidding them farewell, he said: 
VI am ready to meet my maker," and 
lapsed into unconsciousness from which 
he did not recover. 

No definite funeral arrangements 
have been made.

His Subsequent Career. 

Gen. Wallace was self-educated and 
took up the study of law early In life. 
He served in the Mexican War as Sec¬ 
ond Lieutenant of Company II, First 
Indiana Infantry. At the close of his 
service he resumed the practice of law, 
locating In Covington and later In 
Cr&wfordsvllle. In 1852 he married Su¬ 
san Arnold Elston. 

At nhe hegtnnlng of the Civil War he 
was appointed Adjutant General of In¬ 
diana by Gov. Morton and soon after 
became Colonel of the Eleventh Indiana 
volunteers. He served in West Vir¬ 
ginia and became Brigadier Ger.eial of 
volunteers September 3. 1861. Later he 
commanded a division at Fort Donelson 
anion March 21, 1862. wae made Major 
General. 

Gen. Wallace commanded a division 
at Shiloh; prepared the defense* of Cin¬ 
cinnati In 1863 and saved the city from 
capture by Gen. E. Kirby Smith. Later 
he commanded the Middle Department 
and the Eighth Army Corps. He inter¬ 
cepted the march of Gen. Jubai A. 
Early on Washington, fought the battle 
of Monocacy and saved Washington 
from capture July 9, 1864. He was the 
second member of the court that pre¬ 
sided at the Lincoln assassination trials 
and was president of the court which 
tried and oonVJeted Henry Win, com¬ 
mandant at Aivdereonvllle prison. Ha 
was mustered out of service In 1865. 

Gen. Wallace served as Governor of 
New Mexico from 1878 to 1881 and as 
United States Minister to Turkey from 
1881 to 1886. Hie principal books are 
“The Fair God.’* written In 1873; “Ben 
Hur,“ 1880; “Life of Gen. Benjamin 
Harrison," 1888; “The Boyhood of 
Christ," 1889; ‘The Prince of India," 
1893, and “The Wooing of M^lkatoon,” 
1898.

fordsville. Ind., after a long illness. He 
was seventy-eight years old.

And Born In the Little Town 
Brookville, a Cradling Place 
of Genius.

Gen. Wallace was wholly without os¬ 
tentation. and altogether a modest man. 
In speaking of anything concern ng him¬ 
self he did so rather in the third person 
style, and was liberal in giving credit 
to others He suggested the military 
man rather than the litterateur, and he 
eeemed more wedded to his career as a 
soldier than any other portion of his 
life. 

His father was David Wallace, a man 
of strong parts as a lawyer and politi¬ 
cian, who was elected Governor of In¬ 
diana In 1837, and In 1842 was sent to 
Congress from the Indianapolis district. 
He was defeated for re-election in 1844 
by William J. Brown, father of Admi¬ 
ral Brown, of the navy, but his popu¬ 
larity returned and he was elected 
Judge, which position he held until his 
death.

A Cradling Place of Genius. 


“The little town of Brookville" Is fa¬ 
mous as the home of men who have 
made a name in the world. Besides 
Gen. Wallace and his father, there were 
Charles H. Test, for years a distin¬ 
guished jurist; James Lane, the erratic 
United States Senator from Kansas in 
the “bleeding Kansas” period; Hiram 
Powers, the famous sculptor, who gave 
to the world the Greek slave; James 
B. Eads, who built the great bridge at 
St. Louis and the Mississippi river Jet¬ 
ties at New Orleans; Gen. Ambrose E. 
Burtwlde, who became | Governor of 
Rhode Island after the war closed, and 
later was United States Senator; Joa¬ 
quin Miller, “the poet of the Sierras; 
James N. Tyner, Postmaster General; 
Thomas Noble, United State* Senator; 
hia brother Noah Noble, who became 
Governor of Indiana; John A. Matson 


Gen. Wallace once described the or¬ 
ganization of his Civil War regiment 
as follows: 

“When I accepted the position of 
Adjutant General, It was with the un. 
demanding that I should have one of 
the first regiments raised and take it to 
the field. Therefore, I selected what 
was known as the Eleventh Indiana, 
and uniformed it myself, and In a few 
days we were ready to leave for the 
front. The occasion of our departure 
was one long to be remembered by the 
people of Indianapolis. We assembled 
in the Statehonse yard to he*r speeches 
and good-byes, and at the conclusion 
of the ceremonies 1 addressed my com¬ 
rades. I said: 

“ ’Boys* we are soon to depart for 
the seat of war to discharge a patriotic 
duty, but before we go 1 want to remind 
you that it has been charged by the 
official reports that during the Mexican 
War a part of the Second Indiana relg- 
imen/t ran during the battle of Buena 
Vista. The Insinuation that such action

Washington. Feb 15.—The President's 
message transmitting to the Senate the 
new Santo Domingan protocol was read 
at an executive session to-day. follow¬ 
ing the passage of a mass of pension 
bills which had not been objected to. 
Not more than six or seven Senators 
were present. The leading feature of 
the message was that In order to main¬ 
tain the Monroe doctrine, it was neces¬ 
sary for the United States to see that 
Just claims contracted by South and 
Central American republics and those 
of the West Indies should “be paid, and 
that therefore It was in the interest of 
peace for this Government to take 
over the control of the revenues in 
Santo Domingo. 

• • • 

Monroe Doctrine Discussed. 

The subject of the Monroe doctrine 
Is discussed at some length, especially 
as regards the relations of the United. 
States to the republics of the South. 
In protecting these republics and 
guaranteeing their territorial Integrity. 
It is said In the message to be neces¬ 
sary also to see that Just debts and 
obligation** contracted by these repub¬ 
lics are paid, so that foreign interven¬ 
tion In the affairs of such republics may 
be avoided. 

The protocol was not read at the ex¬ 
ecutive sesalon, but was at once re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Re¬ 
lations. 

• • • 

Terms of the Protocol. 

The protocol reached Washington to, 
day and was taken by Secretary Hay 
immediately to the White Housw. It 
was necessary to rmd the document 
carefully to make sure that it agreed 
precisely with the outline of Its pro¬ 
visions received by cable, and with 
the amendatory Instructions of the De¬ 
partment of State. The President and 
Secretary Hay went over the treaty 
very carefully, ami found that It was 
in good shape for immediate transmit¬ 
tal to the Senate Briefly * slated. It 
provides that tho United States shall 
collect the customs revenues of San Do¬ 
mingo and turn over to President Mor¬ 
ales' Government a specified percent¬ 
age, necessary to meet the expense of 
administration, and disburse the re- 
wa * malnder among foreign claimants. The 
went to !

Integrity of San Domingo, and the pro¬ 
tocol or treaty must be approved by 
the United Slates Senate and the Do¬ 
mingan CongresH. 


New York. Feb. 15.—An ordinance 
hag been adopted by the Board of Al¬ 
dermen empowering the City Magis¬ 
trates to assess a fine of $250 on per¬ 
sons found carrying concealed weapons. 
The former penalty was $10 and had 
little tendency, according to the police, 
toward breaking up the practice.

Harlan, former Attorney General of 
Porto Rico. The nominee was elected 
to the City Council on the Republican 
ticket In 1896. In 1897 he heuded an 
Independent ticket for the mayoralty, 
polling 70,000 votes. 

In 1901 he was a candidate before the 
Republican convention for the nomi¬ 
nation. but was defeated. In 1903 Mr. 
Harlan again tried for the nomination, 
but was d» Tented by Graeme Stew’art. 
Mr. Harlan was born In Frankfort, 
Ky.. In 1864. He was graduated from 
Princeton University Jn 1884, and at¬ 
tended the University of Berlin in 
1885. He has resided In Chicago since 
1888. Other candidates nominated by 
today’s convention are: Moses Green- 
bnum, City Treasurer; Francis P. Bra¬ 
dy, City Clerk; John F. Smulski, City 
Attorney.

The letter received by Senator Elk 
Ins quotes the above charge, and with¬ 
out denying the dangerous character of 
fusel oil, recognized as the most poison¬ 
ous of the higher forms of alcohol, the 
writer asserts that the presence of 
fusel oil is a characteristic of "gen¬ 
uine and pure" whisky.

The National Association has charged 
that "the pending bill is so worded as 
not to touch bottled-ln-bond whisky, 
or to require any label upon such bot¬ 
tles warning the public of Its dangerous 
character, and the large percentage of 
fusel oil which it contains." The as 
soclatlon, therefore, favors "the pas 
sage of laws, both State and Federal, 
which will absolutely prohibit the sale 
of whiskies containing any poisonous 
or deleterious substances whatever, 
whether added or otherwise." Such an 
amendment is opposed by the manufac 
turers of bottled-ln-bond goods, who, 
as the writer of the letter to Senator 
Elkins states, desire the pending bill 
passed without amendment. The Inde 
pendents charge that their opponents 
are In a combination known as the 
"whisky trust," and seek "to obtain 
Commercial advantage through legisla 
tlon." 

• • • 

Unique Plan To Boom Cotton. 

Several months ago one of the big 
financial houses In New York received 
a letter from a man in Dallas, Texas, 
to the effect that he had a dead sure 
system to boom the cotton market. The 
house wanted nothing better than to be 
let Into the scheme, and Inquired af¬ 
ter particulars, first ascertaining thut 
the man was not a crank. The Dallas 
man said that he could secure cotton 
boll weevils in such quantities that 
they- could be shipped all over the cot 
ton-producing section of the country, 
nnd create such devastation that the 
next crop would be the shortest 
record and 20 cent cotton would 
easily in sight. He gave minute details 
of the plan and the proposition was 
seriously considered. A member of the 
firm suggested that lt might be ad 
vlsable to ask the Department of Agri¬ 
culture what it thought about lt, before 
entering into a big Contract with the 
Texan. The Department looked fully 
into the plan, and replied that a dis¬ 
tribution of boll weevils through the 
cotton plantations would undoubtedly 
cut down the cotton crop. That such a 
scheme should even be thought of, 
however, grated on the nerves of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and accord¬ 
ingly a hlH was drawn up by the De¬ 
partment and Introduced by Represen¬ 
tative Lovering, entitled a Bill to Pro¬ 
hibit interstate Transportation of In¬ 
sect Pests and the using of the United 
States malls for that purpose. The bill 
provides that It shall be unlawful to 
transport or send through the mails the 
gypsy moth, brown tall moth, leopard 
moth, plum eurculie, hop plant louse 
In a live state, or other Insects in a 
live state which are notoriously Injur¬ 
ious to all kinds of cultivated crops. 

When the House Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee met this morning there was 
quite a discussion of the bill, and It 
was decided that a favorable report 
should be made Immediately, and the 
consent of the Speaker obtained tp call 
it up for passage, so that the measure 
can be acted upon by the Senate and 
become law before the session expires. 
The cotton members and the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture believe the pas¬ 
sage of the measure will go a long way 
towards thwarting the schemes of the 
Texas promoter.

—Mill men are greatly encouraged over 
the outlook for saving their logs from 
being carried away by the gorges In the 
Kentucky river. Telephone messages 
from JJeattyville to-night are to the ef¬ 
fect ^t hat the North end South Forks 
have cleared up greatly, and that logs 
ure floating with great rapidity. The 
booms at the mills are receiving and 
holding logs, and no apprehension of 
further danger is felt, unless another 
tide sets In on 'the outgoing one. The 
mill booirw* at Jackson are also catching 
logs, and it is believed the danger at 
that point Is over, although some un¬ 
easiness is still felt by the Swann-Day 
Lumber Company. The sun to-day. 
with a slightly warmer atmosphere, 
caused the Ice to move slowly at Irvine, 
and a few logs drifted with the tide in 
the center of the stream. The main 
gorge, however, Is still Intact, and the 
longer lt holds the better the situation 
will be for the lumber people. 

Behind (he gorge a solid mass of logs 
be seen for ten miles, and the num¬ 
ber is estimated at 4<'0.0(W, and increas¬ 
ing with the clearing of the river above. 

Telephone lines have been put In all 
along the river from Ford, Clark coun¬ 
ty, to Beatty ville. and the Burt-Brabb 
Mill Company and the Kentucky Lum 
her Company, at Ford, are in direct 
communication from the head of the 
river at all times of day and night. 
C. E. Burt, manager of the firM-named 
company, has made a complete survey' 
of the situation, and has been making 
preparations for handling the logs when 
the gorge braiks. The company has 
spent $7,500 In attempting to break the 
Ice, and has parttally succeeded. The 
ice below the main gorge is from six 
to twelve inches thick, and the men 
have been fighting to check it. All l ist 
tight strong steel cubk-s were .erected 
from bank to bank to hold therbooins 
and more work has been accomplished 
to-day along this line than all the other 
days combined. A big gorge has form¬ 
ed at College Hill. Madison county, be¬ 
tween Irvine and Ford, and the river Is 
frozen hard at that point. When the 
break comes this gorge will probably 
hold the main gorge at Irvine In check 
and thereby save much timber. The 
Burt-Brabb Company has bu:U a sir* ng 
steel cable at' the mouth of Indian 
creek, above Ford, and chained ttie togs 
together. Here it is hoped both gorges 
will be fully checked. 

The river has broken some tit Fora 
to-day. and huge cakes of Ire, follow¬ 
ed by logs, has been floating into and 
past the booms. Several small cabins 
between Irvine and Ford have been 
swept out. but no Uv*s were lost. 

The news from all points on the 
river Is more encouraging to-night than 
nt any time, and it la hoped the worst Is 
over. The small gorges in the Licking 
and Red rivers ure^of no sertous conse¬ 
quence, fcnd milt men are reM»ved. i The 
river at Fnfd Is being shot with dyna¬ 
mite nnd nitroglycerin in an effort to 
break the Ice.^_

Those found below are some of a large 
batch received after the contest closed. 

LET EVERY ONE PUSH 

HIS OWN EUSINESS. 


Louisville, Feb. 8.-Advertising a city to 
Increase* Its also, population, business vol¬ 
ume and advantages can be carried an 
and to no better effect to obtain the de¬ 
sired results than that its citizens “push 
their own business.*’ 

Let the business men of Louisville ad- 
yertie** and push their owu business, giv¬ 
ing their undivided nttent.on to these par¬ 
ticulars. “Boosting” your neighbors busi¬ 
ness. which Is a different line ihan your 
owii and of which you protab.y know 
nothing, is a poor proposition. 

I cannot bettor illustrate my meaning 
jUmn to allude to an industry right ul 
home, ami of which l can apeak with 
more "knowledge. 1 refer to the garden¬ 
ing interests of Jefferson county. Twen¬ 
ty-five to thirty years back the garden¬ 
ing industry of Jefferson county i which 
cduld roJy only on Louisville for Us out¬ 
let! was practically in Its infancy. Now. 
It re'hd solely on the produce dealers of 
Louisville to create an Increase In the 
acT'.age of production. To do this It was 
necessary to seek an utided outlet for th.s 
Increase. This was done by extensively 
using the United States malls (there were 
no drummers In tho produce business at 
that time). Letter aud postal circulars 
were mailed to the buyers and dealers in 
the outside cities calling their attention 
and explaining to them tho kind and 
quality of products raised in this section, 
naming quotations and freight rates, also 
setting forth advantages to them by milk¬ 
ing their purchase* here and invltlny trial 
orders. 

The number of orders were so plentiful 
that the few dealers at that time were 
unable to furnish the goods. The grow¬ 
ers ware appealed to to increase ’ the 
acreage. The year following found a de¬ 
cided Increase In the acreage of crops 
planted that the demand was able 10 be 
supplied. Each year following found un 
Increase In the acreage planted and orders 
for same received. 

The few dealers at that time soon found 
that they were unable to handle all (he 
hue,ness. What was the result? New 
firms sprang up. saying nothing of the 
outsiders who soon learned of tho condi¬ 
tions existing here, closing up-tlioir stores 
end moving to Louisville to “get In the 
ewlm.” 

What Is the gardening Interest that sur¬ 
rounds Louisville to-day and which can 
only look to it for an outlet? It Is second 
to none in the United States. And why? 
Simply because the. produce dealers of 
Louisville made it so. 

Why can’t the dealer? In other oom- 
m.Kiltie* Increase their business norm-d¬ 
ingy? It's surely because they don’t get 
out wnd hustle for the trade. Was it not 
the tofoncuo warehouse men hero that 
ma la Louisvttle the largest tobaco mar- 
ket? They are the om* that set forth 
Louisville’s advantages for the sale of 
this commodity and scoured the ship¬ 
ments from the grower?. The tobacco 
comJng here, naturally tho buyers had to 
follow suit. 

Let tho dealer* of IqulsfWt push their 
own “.htos” vigorously, using the United 
States malls: send your trade and other 
olilrs trade a weekly circular giving full 
particulars of your line of business, writh 
quotations, freight rates, etc., and netting 
forth the advantages they will Incur by 
making their purchases In Louisville. If 
your quotations don’t change that quick, 
send them on© every two weeks; It will 
bring you In touch with alt your trade at 
the same ttme, and If one don’t buy sure - 
ly some will, as they can’t an be stocked 
at orce. Thlw keeps the buotaos* g *lng 
on steadily and never gives It a chance 
to lagg. 

I*»t every firm In Louisville try this 
plan that don’t do their business In this 
■manner; It’s a cheap one. and It won’t b.» 
hut a month or ttvo’? time before they 
will note a change and all for the bet¬ 
ter. If It’s absolutely necessary employ 
some drummers. 

If It’s necessary to g**t personally ac¬ 
quainted with your trade, let one of the 
members of the firm take an annual trip. 
He nun then better Juntge tin* quality, 
business integrity and ability of hl» trade 
and learn to Which he can afford to ex¬ 
tend credits with safely. 

There ore quite a number of firms in 
Loulkavllle that uso the mulls only (and 
the telegraph for quick sales) to carry on 
their business, arui the volume of busi¬ 
ness dun© and the profits ma<le arc fur 
greater than others In the s.ime business 
not using this mettvod. Look at the great 
wail-order bounce that exJst in other 
cities. 

The firms of Louisville Increasing their 
business necessarily will cause an ex¬ 
pansion; more space Is needed for on- 
ducting the business; more help must be 
employed; more capital 1* needed (caus¬ 
ing a larger banking business, thus In¬ 
creasing tho bank clearings), and in gen¬ 
eral causing a growth all around. 

This volume of Increase In the bus!- 
n-usa imereets of the city causes the rail¬ 
road* to enlarge their facilities to handle 
it; mure help and "roiling stock” must 
be on hand to move the goods. Outside 
railroads seeing this marked Increase 
nuiu.-aJly will extend their lints to Lm- 
tevlilo to get some of the hauling. It's 
thus increase hi the nurabrr of railroads 
entering the city Is what the citizens 
must look for and *end their aid to «« 
cure; don’t keep them out under any clr- 
cumertances. 

The railroad companies are the ones 
that make and boost a city. Their adver¬ 
tisements are continually before the pub¬ 
lic; you can see them in every city, town 
and village. They open up territory that 
enables us to get to what we formerly 
wore unable to reach; this gives the firms 
of Ix>u svllle a chnnco to secure Addi¬ 
tional trade—bringing the cities in closer 
touch— and business is sure to result. 

Take the Dig Four, for instance: Its 
entrance opened to Louisville a certain 
part of the States of Indiana and Michl- 
g*ui that Louisville a>ulcl no; ship to pre¬ 
viously because freight rate were boo 
high, but its entrance causes rates to 
drop and now we nre able to compete with 
any market for the business. This road 
also caused a marked Improvement in the 
handling and hauling of goods pfr the va¬ 
rious railroad companies to the Bast 
North and Northwest. 

There should he „„ Ux exemptl >n of 
ary length of time for anyone. There is 
no necessity of giving rm outsider some¬ 
thing that doesn't exbt at home. No 
Government reduces its revenue on Im¬ 
ports or exports to increase them only in 
case of famine. Is Louisville confronted 
wttn a “famine?” Why give anyone a 
free tux? Let them all start at the “line*- j 
and put their shoulders to the who©] the 
same us our forefathers did. What Louis¬ 
ville wants is live taxpayers; If there ar t 
any v.tio don't “come* up" the law for 
making them pay should ba enforc'd. The 
revenue* from thia source every citizen 
knows goea to maintaining and improving I 
the city. 

The city officials should not refuse the I 
granting of private railroad switches into ‘ 


the various establishment? that border 
along the railroads. Refusal in these 
cases retards progress, and they nlon** In 
many ca«en lire to blame for wlmt we are 
now frying to solve.

Joseph’s 
SohCKrt his devout parent* sent him to St 
Xavier's Co.Jege to acquire a more nd- 
vanced learning He was graduated with 
highest honors from that Institution Be¬ 
lieving hi* vocation to be the holy priest¬ 
hood he made arrangemeou to pursue 
divinity studies Accordingly he went to 
Rome *nd was one of the first students 
to enter the famous American College 
H!s course of studies embraced seven 
years 

At the competitive examination of the 
various colleges attached to the Propa¬ 
ganda Henry Moeller won the highest dis¬ 
tinction. In consequence of this success 
he received a gold medal and waa created 
a Doctor of Divinity.

Given Holy Orders. 

In 1876 he was ordained to tho priesthood 
by Mgr. Lenti In the Church of 8* John 
Iaueran. the cathedral church of Rome 
When Dr. Moeller returned to Cincinnati 
Arch-bishop Purcell gave him charge of 
9t. Patrick’s church. Bellefontalne. but a 
few months later, recognizing his schol¬ 
arly attainments, made him a member of 
the faculty of Mt. 9t. Mary's Seminary 
Cincinnati. 

In 1879 he accepted the position of sec¬ 
retary to Bishop Chntard, of Indianapolis 
but was recalled !n July of the following 
year by Archbishop Elder, who wanted 
him for a similar service. Later he was 
made Chancellor of the diocese 

In 1900 he was appointed to the bishopric 
of Columbus to succeed Bishop Watter- 
son. Two years later he was made assist, 
nnt to Archbishop Elder with the right of 
succession.

The tender of Democratic sup¬ 
port may be construed as intended to 
promote and facilitate such a break. 
But It is rather early to take such a 
step for granted, and If It were taken 
the support of Democratic members of 
Congress would be Ineffectual without 
the help of a large element of the Re- 
putaMcaniS.

The British Parliament. 

A new cession Parliament must 
necessarily be opened by what Is called 
a speech from tho throne. It is really 
the speech of the Prime Minister, 
whether read by the sovereign or not. 
The tvT hing of such speeches Is an art, 
and It is usual to make them as color¬ 
less a ,>ossible. As happened Tuesday, 
the subject of greatest public Interest 
Is often not mentioned at all. because 
It does not suit the purposes of the 
Premier to discuss it. Hence the King's 
speech contained no reference to Mr. 
Chamberlain's tariff policy. 

After the King's speech comes the 
address In reply to it. A3 this emanates 
from the same party that composed the 
*peedh. the two are likely to be In per 
feet accord. But the minority have a 
chance In th 1 * case to move am end- 
m ?nt* to Hv‘ address*. Thi’v*gives them?n 
©u«t of power an opportunity tointioduce 
subjects omitted from the speech, and 
to discuss those that are mentioned. The 
amendments are usually voted down, 
hut they help to enliven the proceed¬ 
ings and to afford the minority a hear¬ 
ing. 

The present session of the British 
Parliament opened under Interesting 
circumstances because of the doubt 
whether the present Cabinet can long 
hold on to f power. A question which 
was not in Issue when the members 
were elected, that called the fiscal ques¬ 
tion, or to ©peak more plainly, a protec¬ 
tive tariff, has become the subject of 
paramount interest. The by-elections 
which have been held from time to time 
to fill vacancies Indicate that the Bal¬ 
four Government is entirely out of ac¬ 
cord with the dominant sentiment of 
the country. Hence has arisen a d© 
maud for dissolution and new elections, 
But Mr. Balfour has Indicated that he 
has no Intention of dissolving Parlia¬ 
ment this year, and he will adhere to 
this If he can keep the members of his 
v party together. Of this there has been 
some doubt, and hence the unusual in 
tenest which attaches to the opening 
of the new session. 


Gil Bias 
of Santlllane. 
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8ulzer , 8 Hysterics. 

On the occasion of the President's 
visit to the East Side of New York 
City It was quite proper that Mr. 
■William Sulzer, who represents a dis 
trict In that part of the city, should 
be present and that he should have 
something to say. He spoke with ef¬ 
fusiveness, and pronounced* & Sulzerian 
eulogy on the President. 

Mr. Sulzer, however, went a good 
deal # further than this. He said he was 
with Mr. Roosevelt In his fight with 
the United States Senate; that he is 
right In the senatorial controversy, 
and he believes that the American 
people are with him. The Senate, he 
added, Is to-day an aristocratic, auto¬ 
cratic and plutocratic body, the most 
undemocratic, the most unrepublican, 
the most un-American Institution in 
our political syatem. 

In saying this Mr. Sulzer may have 
put Mr. Roosevelt in an embarrassing 
position. It was w*ell enough perhaps 
timt the President lef^ the hall before* 
Mr. Sulzer spoke, for It would have 
been embarrassing for him to hear this 
denunciation of the Senate In connec¬ 
tion with such high praise of himself. 
It may well be that Mr. Roosevelt Is 
not willing to be placed In the attitude 
of having a fight with the Senate. 
That t'h-ere has been,' some conflict 
of opinion between the President and 
Senate with reference to certain trea¬ 
ties, and perhaps on other subjects, 
nobody, would care to deny, but this 
is a different matter from an open fight 
between the executive and the Senate. 
Moreover, conceding that a fight Is on. 
It might not suit the purposes of the 
President to be so heartily Indorsed 
by a Democratic member of the House.

HEN I was a 
kid (is "kid" 
good M&eaulay- 
Flower English, 
wonder? though the

on me!) when I was a "muchacho, 
which at least Is good Spanish for 
boy," I passed an occasional summer 
at the Old Homestead In the hlil-cotm- 
try of Middle Tennessee, where there 
was a variegated and interesting, if 
not a very orthodox collection of books 
—the orthodoxy of Knox and Calvin, 
however, did not want for a place there, 
both sides of the house being Presbyte 
rlan—my young and somewhat way¬ 
ward literary footsteps, first caught by 
Sanderson's Lives of the Signers of the 
Declaration of Independence and then 
by Somebody's Sea Battles of the War 
of 1812, were quite doubled up beneath 
me by a great, fat, red volume, with a 
Ixmdon Imprint, and full of glorious 
pictures, pretending to be "The Life and 
Adventures of Gil Bias of Santlllane 
I was not old enough to comprehend 
the distinction between good morals 
and bad morals; but I had some vague 
consciousness of the difference between 
a good boy and a bad boy, and In con¬ 
sequence, and surreptltously, detached 
this volume from Its proper fellowship 
and kept It In a state of guilty conceal¬ 
ment; In point of fact, I hid It under 
some feather-beds In an attic, where 
my grandmother sometimes sent me 
incommunicado," a way she had 
when any of us children did not "walk 
Spanish," as It were. Thither I went 
thereafter, a not unwilling exile until I 
had quite mastered the contents of "Gil 
Bias of Santillane." 

Snuggled In a little dormer window’, 
followed the nephew of Gil Perez 
from the very moment when, a few’ pis 
toles in his pocket and a donkey at once 
for hJs conveyance and his traveling 
companion, he quitted the good priest's 
slender but learned patronage, until, 
after many hairbreadth escapes and 
questionable enterprises, he bad settled 
down, a veritable Grandee of Spain 
through the caverns of the Bandit King 
—(there was a great sprawling picture, 
and beneath It these fascinating words, 
"My name is Captain Rolando; I am 
the Chief of the Company, and he 
whom thou servest with me, Is one of 
my gang!")—Into the service of Dr. 
S&ngrado. and that of the fumed Bishop 
of Oviedo; and. It was all as gospel 
truth to me as the story of Hancock, 
Adams and Franklin, of Decatur, Baln- 
bridge and Preble, not to mention 
Lake Erie and Oliver Hazard Perry- 
hurrah I I was on Intimate terms with 
Lucinda, and thought very w’ell o*f her, 
and, bless you! hand-ln-glove with the 
Slgnorata Inez an£ Dona Elvira, having 
not the smallest suspicion of the Im¬ 
propriety of the connection. I ani sure 
that, if some one had told mo they were 
not precisely such ladles as a good little 
boy of a good, old Presbyterian family 
ought to mention to grandma, even 
after the suspension of one of hla li¬ 
tres do cachet and the succeeding en¬ 
dearments. I should have been man 
enough to regret it, because I enter¬ 
tained a positive affection for those 
beautiful and charming dumsels, partic¬ 
ularly in distress, which they generally 
w*ere.

uniform kindness, nowhere with acer¬ 

bity or ridicule, of the Spanish people. 
One needs to come here to understand 
the reason why. In truth, it could not 
be otherwise. Self-respect, Indeed, seems 
the key-note of the Spanish character. 

Spain has lost everything except her 
surpassing dignity. Reading of Cortez 
and Pizarro, and the rest of them, of 
Spanish rule In Mexico, and Cuba, and 
South America, and in the Philippines, 
rapacity and cruelty meet us at every 
turning. Was there In the blood of the 
Latin an excess of the brutal? Or, was 
It the gold-hunt that maketh man to 
forget the angels? In what did the 
Raw’-head-and-bl-oody-bones, of the 
Spanish Main, essentially differ from 
the Black- flag-and-no-^uarter, of the 
stock market? In both cases, a species 
of "frenzied finance." only our methods 
are not so flagrant and gory; the vic¬ 
tims are less conspicuous; the barbar¬ 
ism Is slower, more tortuous. The re¬ 
sults are not yet eo pronounced; albeit, 
as In Spain, plenty of contrast of light 
and shade, of splendor and squalor—the 
same old man hunt, the same old gold 
hunt—nor need we forget that the con¬ 
ditions here w’ere a thousand years 
a-brew’ing. whilst Wail street has not 
had quite a hundred. Now, as in the 
proverb. It may be that those will laugh 
most w’ho laugtv last. 

Charging neither Mr. Thomas Watson, 
of Georgia, nor Mr. William Jennings 
Bryan, of Nebraska, the half of one 
peseta for this brief essay 9 n Plutoc¬ 
racy, I proceed, withdfc further parley, 
to remark that the m<xies of expression 
and the conversational formulas of so¬ 
ciety in Spain would seem to an aver 
age scion of the Four Hundred In New’ 
York as useless and absurd as Borne 
of the formalisms of the Four Hundred 
seem to the average cowboy on the 
plains of Kansas. A hay-seed Senator, 
new in Washington, was «puzzled by the 
letters "R. S. V. P." appearing upon 
the dinner, and other invitations, which 
began to come to him.

Announcing* his marriage to 
Dona Anna, Don Caezar de Bazan de 
olsures that (they "tender your excel¬ 
lency their affection and their their 
abode." Don Manuel de Gama en¬ 
treats his Illustrious friend, the Prince 
del Gardo, to believe that "it break** his 
heart to be obliged to decline his hos¬ 
pitable Invitation to breakfast, on ac 
count of a previous engagement with 
his grace the Duke of Gitout," Qnd 
adds: "Put tne at the feet of your 
distinguished' lady wife." Even a 
change of dwelling place Is announced 
with a flourish of adjectives and the 
usual "My wife. E11er.fi, and your faith¬ 
ful devoted servant and friend, place 
cur hearts and home at your disposal. 

In Spain there are titles and titles, It 
Is a monarchy, you know, and these 
titles are real, having, as a rule, some 
significance. They reach back a thou¬ 
sand years- and often across tw’o lines 
of print. Indeed, the nomenclature of 
Russia Is hardly more involved, unde¬ 
cipherable, unprottouneable.

That aspect is beyond reach and 
baffles moralizing. If an American girl, 
with money, wants to sell herself for 
a title, to be called Countess, or Duch¬ 
ess, and cares nothing about sentiment, 
she is unworthy of commiseration In 
case she gets, along with the title, a 
barber for a husband, os she generally 
does. There have been a few foreign 
marriages that turned out happily, but 
only a few. Too often the wife with 
the "dot" is a fool to begin with, and 
where not a fool outright, she Is apt 
to have false notions about life and a 
topsy-turvy view of the relation of 
things. The continental man accessi¬ 
ble to foreign influences may be a gen¬ 
tleman. but he Is sure to be a self- 
seeking, worldly-wise gentleman, 
wholly Incapable of meeting a good, 
high-minded woman half w*ay, or re¬ 
alizing any of her nobler aspirations. 
The "dot" is the main point, por any 
subterfuge, or concealment. The whole 
art, economy, system of living on the 
continent is different from that co mg 
mon In America, and she must be a 
lough girl who can bring herself to 
submit to It.

T itle worship 
is. Indeed, but 
and Fishes. one of the forms of 
hero worship, and 
hero worship has perhaps wrought as 
much mischief in the w’orld as war. 
pestilence or famine. We have our 
Ideals, and, w*e fight for them. A cer¬ 
tain person seems to prefigure them, 
and wo enrole ourselves under his ban¬ 
ner. We put on a liven'; we wear a 
label. How often have the results vin¬ 
dicated more than the selfish alms of 
the chosen leader and the immediate 
clique surrounding the raised dais on 
which he sits or stands to receive the 
homage of the multitude who have 
contrived somehow to survive his ruth¬ 
less victories? 

In America the sturdy colonists rose 
against kingcraft and priestcraft. No 
sooner was the battle won than there 
were those who wanted to make Wash¬ 
ington a monarch. A short hundred 
years later and we see, with the vast 
accretions of wealth piled up in a few 
centers of population, a certain cast 
distinction gradually edging Its way 
Into recognition. There is ah air of 
superiority, a subdued but manifest 
tone of authority, stealing not only over 
polite but into official society. 

The President of the United States 
and the Emperor of Germany are near¬ 
ly of an age and of kindred tempera¬ 
ment, very able men, both of them, and 
created apparently for rulership, and 
they nob and hobnob across the briny 
deep like royal birds of a feather; yet 
the systems they affect to represent 
are at eternal war the one with the 
other. If the right divln© has any 
standing In the court of man, popular 
sovereignty has none. Sixty-five years 
ago the son of an American President 
danced with an English Queen and was 
ever after dubbed Prince John. Are 
we, after all, true to our republican 
professions? I hope so; but how long 
would they outlast some great up¬ 
heaval, with its revolutionizing flashes 
of blood and terror, and Its Inevitable 
hero?

Lord, I am not a pessimist. jLong 
after these old bonea have crumbled 
into dust, the greatnees and glory of 
America, following the sun and keeping 
company with the hours—or words to 
that effect—turn over the pages of 
your Daniel Webster and when found 
stick a pin—will be whistling Yankee 
Doodle round the Globe. I am getting 
on fairly well, thank you. But, seeing 
many moral reactions, at least thinking 
I am thinking In the matter of certain 
manifestations of w'aatth and power 
and grandeur—taking, mayhaps. some 
account of history and human nature— 
shall not even I, without the ascription 
of being an over-glum philosopher, and 
still less a belated patriot, suggest— 
merely suggest, d'ye mind?—that Eter 
nal vigilance is <tihe price of a proper 
diffusion of cakes and ale. that the 
many must not allow the few* to be 
come too few, ar.d that it is Just possi¬ 
ble for political heroes In America to 
become Uke some of the noblemen In 
Europe, a trifle bogus, and even for 
some party shibboleths to be little other 
than trade-mark* on a patent at eking 
perpetuity? 

I hope the gentle reader will not mis¬ 
take this for an attack upon the Re 
publican party. I am much too old 
band n(t the bellow* to undertake broad 
sides at such long range. I merely 
wish to indUc&te that I still sit up— 
though not so late o’ nights!—and take 
ndtHce. Meanwhile, the Republican 
party, under Theodore Roosevelt, Is do 
Ing very w r eW In He business. It rc 
tulnds me of the Democratic party un 
der Franklin Pierce; the difference, aa 
far ns 1 conceive it, dwelling In the cir 
cumstance that Frajiklin Pierce made 
his "piece of resistance" the Gon&tku 
tlon of the United States w hilst Theo 
dore Roosevelt makes his the Holy 
Bible, enriched and Illustrated by the 
essays of* a certain literary person 
wliooe name need not be mentioned 

PrasHdente are born, not chcwen, the 
election‘but an afterthought. In 1843, 
Franklin P‘erce was dragged out 
Washington, a Senator In Congress, lit 
erally by the hair of his head, to keep 
him from going to perdition. In 1853 
nothing having happened In the Interim 
to give him the least prominence ex 
cept his nomination and election In 1852, 
he came back as President of the Unit 
ed States, Does that not look like des¬ 
tiny? He did not look to be forty ar.d 
was ns handsome and gracious as Ajk>I- 
lo. He led hts Cabinet ami h!s "kitchen 
cabinet," mostly his old congressional 
cronies, with a few capable and prom¬ 
ising new-oamers for "seed."

"indride." Linn Boyd, of Kentucky, was 
Speaker of the House. Stephen Doug¬ 
las. of Illinois. w*as fighting for his 
spurs m the Senate. There w*as a good 
deal of card-p*.aying and quite too much 
drinking. But the goose swung away 
up T the air, and Mrs. Gwlnn, of Cal¬ 
ifornia. was Que< n, and Mrs. Clay, of 
Alabama, Crown Princes© of the s .clsl 
fabric. 

Well, Theodore Roosevelt and his 
court are just like Franklin Pierce and 
his court, except the drinking and the 
gambling, and that surely is an 
amendment. Indeed, in these regaids 
tho w’hole warp and woof of public life 
have changed for the better. Pierce ard 
his men were usually very able fellow's, 
as our Roosevelt and his men, for, if 
we have Hay and Root and Toft and 
Lodge now, did w*e not have then Marcy 
ami Jefferson Davis and Alexander 
Stephens and—before the Kansos-Ne- 
braska foolishness—Hannibal Hamlin 
and John P. Hale and Salmon P. Chase, 
alt State's rights Democrats? In those 
days the succession w'as fixed in ad¬ 
vance. Is it so now*, I wonder. Is Ell- 
hu Root to be the next Pr.-sident of the 
United States?

Even In the 
prevailing disposition of the loaves and 
fishes It pleases me to observe the con¬ 
fections which have come to Wliltelaw 
Reid and Frank Mason—two very old 
and honored friends—though I dare say 
Mr. Choate does not like It, and it Is 
a bit tough on Mr. Gowdy, a mighty 
good man though he be, and a mighty 
good Republican. 

In politics see-saw is the w*ord and 
motly the wear, for now it is up. up, up, 
and now It Is down, down. down. Mr. 
Reid will reach the court of St. James 
at an opportune moment. He is well 
know'n and highly considered in Lon¬ 
don.

"With the consent of the officers of the 
church I have fitted two pews with this 
instrument. The little kodak-llke box you 
*ee near ijio Is the receiver. It is connect¬ 
ed by wires running under the carpet 
with the ear pieces. I did not intend to 
announce the presence of this Invention 
Just yet. but I set* by the smiles on the 
faces of those holding the ear pieces that 
the instrument is working very satisfac¬ 
torily. One at least who hns’ hot heard 
in years is now hearing what I say, al¬ 
though I am speaking in an ordinary tone 
of voice. If you have any deof members 
of your family you can send them to 
this church and they will hear the serv¬ 
ices.” 

When seen by a Herald reporter last 
night Dr. Pentecost said: 

"My wife was simply delighted with the 
Instrument For the first time in years 
she heard afhnt was said and followed the 
service*, l have mentioned the matter to 
other pastors and 1 think it only a ques¬ 
tion or time when every church wiil be 
equipped with the arrangement for the 
benefit of the deaf. We .are going to no¬ 
tify asimany of our deaf memtoem ns we 
can reach this week and next Sunday we 
hope to give them the treat of their 
live*.”

Some hope is in sight, though. Warm¬ 
er weather is predicted for to-dAy. The 
warmth Is not to be any great heat Attd 
jt will not come •with a rush, for which 
the river men a re .thankful. The warm¬ 
er weather will ho warmer merely by 
comparison with whan Is now being 
bom* with patience, and It is probable 
that the mercury will stay at or about 
the freezing point for several days. 
Yesterday was cold, on* of the coldest 
days that Louisville bos had this win¬ 
ter. the air having penetrating powers 
which made it more greatly felt even 
though thick clothing was worn. Tim 
highest temperature of the day was 10 

degree^ above zero and This point was 
reached only for a short time.

Heat Deficit Shown. 

Louisville Is decidedly short on heat. 
The Weather Bureau is short about 
263 degrees during the month of Feb¬ 
ruary, and at the rate of yesterday the 
deficit will be much greater before 
March 1. for 29 degrees of heat which 
should have come here yesterday failed 
to materialize. On the year this city 
Is shy Just about 570 degrees of hear, 
which, if bunched on any one day, 
would make yesterday hot by compari¬ 
son. 

River men are watching the weath¬ 
er with much anxiety, arid they are 
praying that the thaw will come grad¬ 
ually, for a sudden melting of the loo 
In the river would mean disaster.

FLOODS WILL RESULT 


If Heavy Rains and High Tempera¬ 
ture Follow Cold Wave. 

Washington. Feb. 15.—The Weather 
Bureau to-day Issued a special bulletin 
saying that a rapid alternation of snow 
and cold waves during the last three 
months, with practically rio prolonged 
Intervals of thawing ouL. has covered 
the watersheds of the Missouri, Ohio 
and middle and upper Mississippi rivers 
and the rivers of the middle Atlantic 
and New* England States with «n un¬ 
usual depth of snow and filled th* 
streams with heavy Ice that has at 
points formed gorges that will, under 
certain conditions, cause serious dam¬ 
age 

Notwithstanding these threatening 
conditions. oomi>araUvely little damage 
will result, provided the spring be so 
cool a* to Allow the Ice to break and 
move out of the streams gradually and 
the snow to pass away in quantities 
not greater than the water courses are 
capable of safely transporting If 
heavy rains and high temperature 
should suddenly' come with this large 
snow covering disastrous floods will re¬ 
sult. 


IOWA FARMERS BURN CORN. 

In MAny Parts of the State a Fuel 
Famine Results. 

Des Moines, la.. Feb. 15.—Continued, 
unrelenting cold and snow which have 
practically put an end to business and 
tied up all Trains entering Des Moines 
and traversing the State have placed 
the entire city and State at the mercy 
of a coal and fuel famine. But one 
dealer in De* Moines has hard coal fo r 
sale and that at a price almost above 
the reach of the consumer. Drifts be¬ 
tween the city and the coal fields ren¬ 
der teaming almost Impossible, thereby 
cutting off the soft coal supply. 

In many sections of the State farmers 
are burning corn for fuel. Hundreds 
of Iowa towns Isolated because of the 
stagnant condition of the railroad serv¬ 
ice are actually suffering. Fuel has ad¬ 
vanced to a conalderable extent And 
will t>e unobtainable at any price in the 
event the cold weather continues. Dra i 
Moines charitable associations have Is¬ 
sued an appeal to the public for aid In 
the way of fuel and food.

Railway Passenger Service In Ne¬ 
braska Shows Up Better.

An effort will be mode 
by the railways to run trains on branch 
lines, which for several days past have 
been abandoned. The Rock Island hne 
su< tceded 111 clearing Its tight of way. 

The Great Western Jlne Ih still block¬ 
aded. Condition* on the Illinois Cen¬ 
tral wore In a bad way. Th coal sit¬ 
uation remains critical, but with an im¬ 
provement In railroad traffic the situa¬ 
tion will speedily Ih* relieved.

ADMIRAL LOCKINSKY’S BLAST. 


Paris, Feb. 13.—French special corre¬ 
spondents sent to meet the French 
steamer- Attrtralleti having on board 
Gen. Stoeseel and others of the sur¬ 
vivor* of Port Arthur forward detailed 
acounts of discord among the Rus¬ 
sian officers. The army officers are 
particularly hostile to th? fleet, hab¬ 
itually calling It the "frightended fleet." 
Admiral Locklnsky, Who wiki com¬ 
mander of the torpedo defenses at 
Pon Arthur, is lengthily quoted as 
making & hitter criticism off Gen. 
Btoeasel, Admiral Ab'xleff and others. 
The Matin quotes Locklnsky as charac¬ 
terizing Vice-Admiral Stark and Hear 
Admiral Wlthoft as "bed chamber Ad¬ 
mirals not acquainted with their du¬ 
ties and seasick whenever afloat." 

The Admiral added that Vice-Ad¬ 
miral Bkrydloff prudently estab¬ 
lished himself at Vladivostok notwith¬ 
standing his opportunity to break the 
Ineffective bbx'kade of Port Arthur. 
Loeklneky declared he would deitounce 
Sloes*el. Skrydloff and Alexieff before 
the court-martiuj as he did not intend 
to let himself be made a scapegoat 
Wke Rear Admiral Ouktomsky, "who 
now trembles with four in a Chinese 
hospital." Isj< klnsky died many in¬ 
stances of th- unpreparedtiess of the 
land and naval defers, s. frequent con¬ 
flicts of Authority ftml demoralization 
during critical engagements. 

Substantially tlie same account is 
given by four French newspapers, 
which describe Gen. St vessel and Ad¬ 
miral Lockinsky as refuattig to speak 
to or salute each other. The papers 
suy the discord among the officers fore¬ 
shadows grave scenes before the court- 
martial. 

The Petit Parlslen quotes Gen. Stoes- 
sel as sarcastically saying: 

"Rojestvensky hud better not estab¬ 
lish a too secure base along the route, 
or. like the naval officers at Port Ar¬ 
thur, It will he Impossible to let them 
venture seaward." 

The correspondent of the Petit 
Parlslen adds; 

"Gen. Stoessel cannot ^pardon the 
nnvy'» failure to succor him. while 
the navy fully returns hls hatred." 

The French special correspondents 
conclude that the fortress fell largely 
because of the regrettable quarrels 
among the officers. 


CAVALRY MOVEMENT 

Begun By the Rufinas Against 
Marshal Oyama’s Left. 

Tokio, Feb 15. 3 p. In.—The Russian# 
have begun an extensive cavalry move¬ 
ment against Field M«pr#hal Oyama’s 
extreme left. Last night they were at¬ 
tempting to crs»ss the Hun rlv*r west of 
Mao Yang with 9.000 horsemen.

LOUISVILLE BRIDGE COMPANY. 


JUDGMENT OF THE JEFFERSON 
CHANCERY COURT AFFIRMED 
IN ONE AND REVERSED 
IN OTHER. 


OTHER OPINIONS BY COURT. 


Frankfort. Ky., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
At to-dny’s session of the Appellate 
Court Judge O’Rear delivered an opin¬ 
ion affirming judgment of the Jefferson 
Chancery Court, First division, in the 
case o( the Louisville Bridge Company 
against John L Dodd and others, and 
reversing judgment of the same court 
In the companion case of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company 
against the Louisville Bridge Company, 
remanding the latter case for further 
proceedings. The whole court consid¬ 
ered the cases and unites in the opin¬ 
ion delivered. 

This case was formerly before this 
court upon the question of the right of 
the minority stockholders of the Louis¬ 
ville Bridge Company to maintain In 
their own names on h*»hnlf of the cor¬ 
poration a suit to redress grievances 
'against debtors of the corporation 
where the directors would not, or on 
account off conflicting interests could 
not, act for It. The court here held 
that the suit could be maintained and 
that certain substantial recoveries on 
behalf of the hrldge company be dc- 
* reed against Its debtors, th* railroad 
companies using the bridge under s 
contract entered Into In June. 1872. Sev¬ 
eral of th* companies settled after the 
rendition of that opinion, and on this 
appeal Is Involved a judgment against 
the Lmisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, one off the contracting com¬ 
panies. On the return of the case to 
the lower court John L. Dodd and oth¬ 
er* entered motion for an allowance of 
their fees as attorneys, amounting to 
about $30,000. 

In upholding the Judgment of the 
lower court allowing expenses and at¬ 
torney fees, the court here says: 

The t«nulsvltle IBrWge Company had. as 
hns b*»*'n adjudged, a. valid cause of ac- 
tlon against the railroad corporations 
widen find contracted for Its use. it was 
one. as ha* also l>een decided, that the 
directors uf the br.dg*< rompafiy were not 
In position to Impartially represent.

THE MASSES ARE SKEPTICAL 


St- Fe-tarsburff, Feb. 16. 11:40 p. m.— 
In gptte of Emperor Nicholas' personal 
Inclination In favor of the Zemsky Za¬ 
har. as Intimated to Count Leo Dono- 
vltch Tolstoi, the imperial decision to 
summon this parliament has ndt yet 
been taken. The Emperor Is carefully 
weighing’ arguments for and ngainst 
the plan before committing himself to 
This course. This statement is made 
oo the authority of perhaps the most 
liberal of the Emi»eror'a ministers, who 
this evening Informed the Associated 
Press that the question remains under 
consideration at Taarkoe Seio. 

•*I myself have frankly urged upon 
his majetfty," the Minister said, ‘'the 
§ le»w that the time 1ms come w hen the 
people should no longer be denied a 
voice In the government; and the same 
ctlonsel has been gdvon by many others, 
who. like me. believe that the moderate 
liberal element which has been drifting 
away, can thus be milled to the sup¬ 
port of the government. IBs majesty 
received our views sympathetically and 
I befaere la personally inclined to adopt 
the course we suggest. He is now care¬ 
fully deliberating upon The subject. 

• • • 

Powerful Opposition. 


'Tt Is no secret, however, that pow¬ 
erful influences about hJs majesty are 
pressing the contrary view and advanc¬ 
ing strong arguments which cannot be 
lightly thrust aside, even If the decis¬ 
ion Is Anally favorable. Precipitation 
is Impossible, although the people who 
are laboring under the stress of excite¬ 
ment seem u> forget that for such n 
sweeping Innovation time is necessary 
to formulate and elaborate *he scheme 
for the electorate and the com position 
and functions of the body. 

“Reasons of state also exist which 
might make It inadvisable to summon 
such a body during the continuation of 
the war, since the government Is of the 
opinion that peace is impossible now. 

"But if the Zetnaky Zabor Is to be 
convened at the conclusion of the war, 
a proclamation should be Issued now 
Yet, no matter what the Emperor s de¬ 
cision- may be, the manifesto on reforms 
on which the committee of Ministers 
is working, will be productive of great 
good. The misfortune is that ail the 
dflscontented classes are for the mo- 
m«nt skeptical. They are using every 
weapon to embarrass the Government 
while It is engixiesed with the war.

These bankers anil 
brokers will take over the first Issue of 
securities for construction and equip¬ 
ment. acting as trustees for the bond¬ 
holders. H. W. Rlcha/dson, who is said 
to be the chief promoter. Is secretary 
and treasurer of the Henderson City 
Railway Company.

Cleveland. O.. Feb. 15.—President

to the City Council, covering the re¬ 
cent low street car fare experiments 
in the city. The Cleveland Electric 
Railway Company operates all the 
traction lines in Cleveland. The two 
weeks* trial of a three-cem fare with* 
in a two-mlle limit, showed a loss per 
day of $764 in the company's earnings 
and this loss was sustained on only 
18H per cent, of the company’s total 
fares and for the thirteen out of twen¬ 
ty-four hours of the day. from 6 a. m. 
until 7 p. m. The earnings were com¬ 
pared with those of the two weeks 
previous to the three-oeni fare test. At 
the expiration of the three-ceut Tare 
for a two-mile ride, the company put 
in operation a four cent, no limit, ride 
without transfer for eight days. The 
result showed a loss of $1,375 per day as 
compared with the company’s earnings 
for the same service for the same num¬ 
ber of days prior to the low* fare ex¬ 
periments. A four-cent fare for the 
period of one year, the statement 
shows, would cause a loss to the com¬ 
pany as compared with present earn¬ 
ings of $502,145.

Charles Sullivan, who killed 
John F. T. FUzgerald, September 12 
last, by^ striking him on the head with 
an electric light torch, was dismissed 
In the Criminal Court yesterday morn¬ 
ing. The case was called for trial, and 
both sides announced ready. Joseph M. 
HufTaker, Commonwealth's Attorney, 
explained that he made the motion be¬ 
cause he had Investigated the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the killing, and 
did not believe the Commonwealth 
could make out a case against Sulli¬ 
van* He expressed the opinion that 
the indications all pointed to self-de- 
fen ee. 

"The only evidence the Common¬ 
wealth poesesFes," he said, in explaining 
the case to the court, "is a confession 
secured from the defendant under 
duress, and all the circumstances re¬ 
lated in that confession were borne* out 
by our investigation.” 

Elaborate proof was brought to court 
by the defense to show that Fitzgerald 
was a moral pervert. It was claimed 
by Sullivan that after a quarrel Fitz¬ 
gerald attacked him with a knife, and 
that to defend himself he seized the 
electric fixture and struck Fitzgerald 
over the head. A fracture of the skull 
resulted, from which Fitzgerald died 
the following day.

Will S. Hays Tells of Collision Ex¬ 
perience—Defendant Wins 
Case.

Will S. Hays, who was put on the 
•tand as a witness In Judge Fields 
court In the case of Thomas Buckman 
against the Louisville Railway* Com¬ 
pany for $5,000 damages, gave evidence 
which, if it did not throw any special 
light on the matter, was diverting to 
the Jury. Mr. Buckman was injured 
July 22, 1904, In a collision betwJbn two 
oars near the Jockey Club, and Mr. 
Hays was a fellow-passenger 


The two men roomed together at 507 
East Madison street. Sullivan until 
shortly before the killing had been an 
orderly at the City Hospital, but at the 
time was a porter at the Galt House. 
Fitzgerald was a nurse at the City 
Hospital. 

Sullivan hae been In Jail ever since 
the killing, having been held without 
bond. In regard to this, the Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney stated that Lieut. 
James Kinnarney, who was the Com¬ 
mon wealth** evidence man. had been at 
work upon a feature of the case by 
which It was surmised a case of murder 
might have been established. It failed 
to develop, however, though the Com¬ 
monwealth did not feel at liberty to 
give Sullivan bond until this was made 
certain. Further delay was occasioned 
by the long illness of Lieut. Klnnam- y 
Sullivan at the time of his arrest denied 
that he knew* anything about the kill¬ 
ing. He had previously charged that 
Harvey W1 l«son and Floyd Jones, two 
others found In the room with him, 
were guilty of the murder. This result¬ 
ed at first In Wilson's and Jones’ ar¬ 
rest. Sullivan war soon after taken 
and held as a witness. When put 
through a lengthy "sweating" process 
he finally odmltted the killing. He also 
threw the police off the right scent for 
some time by saying that Fitzgerald 
had told him the latter was going to 
fight a duel, and feared he might be 
killed. 

After Fitzgerald had received the fa¬ 
tal blows he was placed by Sullivan In 
their bed, and lay there for nearly a 
day before the affair was discovered. 
The defendant hid the bloody electric 
light fixture under some clothing A 
fractured skull was the cause of Fitz¬ 
gerald’s death.

LOCAL THEATERS ARE SAFE. 


Definite steps toward the construction 
of the tunnels under the tracks erf the 
Louisville and Nashville and Illinois 
Central railroads on Oak street will be 
taken by the General Council*at its 
meeting next Tuesday night, Charles 
Hermany, of^he Louisville Water Com¬ 
pany, will send to the upper boa-rd a 
statement of theway In which the large 
water nxiln crossing Oak street at 
Ninth street can be removed so as not 
to interfere with the proposed tunnel 
Mr. Hermany said yesterday that he 
would have something to report to the 
General Council but he did not know 
Just at the present time In what form 
his communication will be put. 

At the last meeting of the General 
Council the upper board requested Mr. 
Hermany to come before the board and 
explain the conditions which prevent 
the construction of the tunnel, and also 
to give some plan by which the difficul¬ 
ties can be avoided. The resolution In¬ 
viting Mr. Hermany .was offered after 
the city engineer. J. B. F. Breed, had 
reported that a large water main of 
the Louisville Water Company is dire t- 
ly In the way of a tunnel and in order 
to construct the tunnel It will be neces¬ 
sary to change the course of this main. 
The plan proposed by Mr. Breed and the 
engineers of the railroads Interested Is 
to lower the main for a distance of 500 
yards, the grade being graduated so 
that the required space can be gained 
In the center of the street. It Is thought 
that this plan will be favored by the 
water company, which will agree to re¬ 
move the main If provision Is made 
for the tunnels. 

The tunnels under the railroad tracks 
on Oak street have been a topic of dis¬ 
cussion In the General Council for near¬ 
ly two y&ars. and but little progress to¬ 
ward their cxinertruction has been made. 
The greatest step toward the construe, 
tion of these tunnels was when the rail¬ 
road# agreed to pay the cost of the 
work Which Is done on thelT right of 
way, provided the city would do the re¬ 
mainder. The whole work will be very 
expensive and the General Council must 
appropriate the n*>ney. It has been es¬ 
timated that the boot will be something 
like $60,000. The uppor board will hear 
Mr. Hermany's report Tuesday night, 
and it is probable that something defi¬ 
nite toward rhe construction of the tun¬ 
nels will be settled at the meeting.

In the cold storage plant has caused 
a loss of nearly SI.000. The seoond fire 
was the most disastrous and as a re¬ 
sult the entire lining of the warehouse 
wlil have to be reoonst meted. Officers 
of the company have not decided w'hat 
efforts they will make to prevent an¬ 
other fire ^ from similar causes. 

• • • 

Few Fires For February. 

Considering the heather condlt ons. 
which have necessitated the use of 
much coal and many fires, Louisville 
has been peculiarly free of disastrous 
con ft a grit Iona during the present 
month, and although the month Is half 
gone only forty-four alarms have been 
turned In and only one has been of any 
consequence. The month of February 
generally means that no less than one 
hundred and twenty alarms are turned 
In, and the loss generally amounts to 
more than In any other month In the 
yea r. The weath*?r is usually cold and 
stormy and many more fires are needed 
to keep homes at the proper tempera¬ 
ture. 

"Many houses in Louisville are poorly 
constructed for the use of stoves and 
no less than 90 per cent, of the alarms 


Only three Alarms troubled the fire 
department yesterday and the aggre¬ 
gate loss was small. A defective Hue 
In the confectionery of K. Welncke. 251 
Seventeenth street, caused an alarm at 
8 o’clock. This Is the second fire from 
the same cause In the building within 
ten dnys. The loss amounted to less 
than $f*0. 

The fires In the Pabst Brew ng Com¬ 
pany and General Planing Mill Com¬ 
pany. Sixth and Hill streets, constitu¬ 
ted the regaining alarms. The last fire 
was caused by an overheated stove and 
the damage was trivial. 

Members of the fire department do 
not expect a large damage by fire dur¬ 
ing the present month should the cold 
spell bre ik within the week, as is ex¬ 
pected. Sd for the loss of $105,090 caus¬ 
e-1 by the burning of i'nllahan Sons 
Company's warehouse. Thirteenth and 
Lexigton streets, has been the greatest 
damage during the month.
